ing the Tenderneſs with which the Biſhops treated the 
Lower Houſe in the Caſe of the former Addreſs November 
For when Her Majeſty had been plcaſcd but a little be- 
fore, in Her Speech from the Throne, to ob/erve with Grief 


that ſome had been ſo very malicious, as even in Print to Fs A 
geſt the Charch of England, as by Law eſtabliſhed, to be

Purpoſe. 


Ibis Form was then rejected by the Lower Houſe, 
who prepared another Form of their own ; which how- 
eyer they did not think fit to preſent ſeparately at that 
Time. And though the "Biſhops had Occaſion enough 

given them to have preſented the Addrefs they had made, 


yet they had that Regard to the Lower Houſe, and that
